^ Ryan Thompson^ I made a video about 10 years ago, that 
deals with my ancestry, and I believe in some ways it relates 
to how other cultures and ethnicity have suffered. 

In my history there were indentured servants. Who in many of 
the same ways were treated like slaves. 
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Irish were treated like dogs for a very long time in many parts 
of the world. 

I mentioned the word *slave* and the origins come when 
North African Muslims from the Ottoman Empire took millions 
of "SLAVic" people as slaves from Eastern Europe to Turkey. 
Hence the word SLAVe 

Then if you look up the USA history, the first legal slave 
owner, who sued in court to own slaves for life "Chattle 
Slavery", was a black man from Angola named "Anthony 
Johnson" who sued to keep his black indentured servant 
John Casor for life, and he won in court to own slaves. At the 
time Anthony Johnson owned 5 slaves, 4 whites and one 
black slaves. 

I know when people talk about "white privilege" 

I was raised by an alcoholic, who received food stamps most 
of my life, and was in and out of jail, while my family lived in 
trailer parks. 

So if I had "white privilege" I am not aware of any such thing. 

The first time I went to jail was when I was 13. I dropped out 
of school at age 14, I worked at the irrigation company 
digging ditches to pay rent. I had drug problems, etc. 

I grew up and made something of myself. But I didn't start out 
with privilege. 

One of my biggest heros in history is Frederick Douglass, 
who was a pre-civil war slave, who freed himself, educated 
himself at a library, became a newspaper publisher, and 
eventually a statesman.
